THE DEFENOES OF HONGKONG, 

A correspondent who- his evidently con- 
siderable knowledge of “the subject uf de- 
fences, sends us the following observations 
‘on our defences :— ‘ 

I have saon some roferences regarding the 
+ preposterous dosire of the Hongkong Coun- ! 
cil.to havo casemated forts to defend the | 
harbour, and find that if plans are rendy, 
sites fixed and ready, and skilled labour in 
abundaneo, a casomated fort could be com- 
pleted, ready for armamont and garrison in 
about eight years, provided due despatch is 
used, and all effuris made to finish the 
worka without. loss_of -time.- First, the 
ground must bo carefully prepared, aid 
honeyeombed with collarage and passages, 
and in the:basoment: of s heavy fort, unless 
the foundation is tock, the works must be 
arched above and below. Tho coment used. 
is of o particular kind, and requires long 
timo for setting. The superstructure must 
be of the best brickwork or masonry, and 
must be erected gradually; and, finally, 
when all is completed, unless the walls and 
tporta are protected by armour, like tho 
Medway and Thames forts, the Hougkong 
casemated forts will be, after a short bom- 
bardment, useless for defence and dange- 
rous to the garrison.
